Startling Disclosures on Dwindling Rat Membership 


Official Announcements Inflated Purposely To Becloud 


SUPPOSED MEMBERSHIP OF OVER 18,000 


PROVES LESS THAN 3,000 


New York, April 24.—That the 
membership of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union is dwindling rapidly and that 
instead of substantial gains, as an- 
nounced by Harry Mountford, The 
Billboard learns on absolutely reliable 
authority, to date approximately only 
thirty per cent of the members who 
were in good standing on April 1 last 
have paid their dues for the ensuing 
quarter. Up to April 1, according to 
The Billboard’s reliable information, 
the source being the same as that 
from which the minutes of the alleged 
“secret’’ meeting of last Tuesday 
night were obtained, there were be- 
tween 5,500 and 6,000 paid up mem- 
bers of the White Rat organization, so 
that the total paid up membership to- 
day does not aggregate much more 
than 2,500. 

In spite of the fact that the White 
Rats organization has been paying a 
per capita tax to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, with which it is af- 
filiated, on an alleged total member- 
ship of 11,000, The Billboard is in a 
position to state, and without fear of 
contradiction, that at no time in the 
history of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union of America has the total mem- 
bership been more than 6,800. This 
highest membership was in the hey- 
day of the organization right at the 
time when it became affiliated with 
the Federation of Labor. 


For no other purpose than to mis- 
lead President Samuel Gompers and 
other officials of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, as well as the musi- 
cians’ union, stagehands’ union and 
the motion picture operators, Harry 
Mountford and members of the Board 
of Directors have been deliberately 
misquoting their membership strength, 
at times paying a per capita grossly in 


excess of the actual paid-up member- | 


ship. 

About eight months or a year ago, 
shortly before the return to power in 
the organization of Mountford, the 
Rats were paying the per capita taxa- 
tion on the basis of 11,000 members. 
The Pillboard is informed that Will 
J. Cooke, then secretary-treasurer of 
the organization, cut down the returns 
to the Federation of Labor to 8,000 
members, when as a matter of fact 
there were only about 2,500 paid-up 
members. Early in the fall when 
Harry Mountford returned to the or- 
ganization he advised the Federation 
of Labor officials that the White Rat 
membership then was 1,400, at the 
same time instructing his bookkeep- 
ing department, so The Billboard 


learns, to jump the amount up each, 


month in order that the Federation 
officials might be led to believe that 
it was he, Mountford, who was re- 
habilitating the Rats. In December 
the White Rat organization paid a per 


capita tax on 4,000 members, at which 
time the actual paid-up membership 
was not more than 3,500. 

In spite of the fact that on the first 


day of April, when the last quarter 
expired, there were less than 6,000 
actual paid-up members (and only 


members fully paid up and in good 
standing are allowed the right of bal- 
lot) there were, according to the offi- 
cial report of the recent White Rat 
election, at least 18,727 votes cast, 
that number being recorded as having 
voted “Yes” to the amendment fa- 
voring affiliation with the musicians, 
stage hands and other organizations of 
the theater. Harry Mountford, who 
had no opposition for office of inter- 
national executive and secretary-treas- 
urer, was reputed in the official re- 
turns to have received 18,688 votes, 


while President James W. Fitzpatrick 
and Vice-President Edward Clark, as 


well as nineteen of the twenty-one 
{members of the international board, 
received approximately 9,000 votes 


each, showing an alleged even division 


of sentiment among the alleged mem- 
bership in the choice of officers, with 
the unanimous vote for Mountford 
less than the total number of votes 
alleged to have been cast in favor of 
the affiliation arnendment. 


Now that the White Rat directors, 
evidently with a view to impressing 
the vaudeville managers with their 
great strength, are claiming more than 
18,000 votes, they will be forced to 
pay a per capita tax to the Federation 
of Labor on nearly 19,000 members, 
or more than three times greater than 
the actual 6,000 paid-up members of 
the order three weeks ago, of which 
number The Billboard is advised only 
about one-third have paid dues, leav- 
ing a membership of between two and 
three thousand. 

Shades of Hinky-Dink and Bath- 
house John! Never in the most palmy 
days of the (in) Famous First Ward 
of Chicago were there such indications 
of ballot box stuffing and juggling of 
election result figures as in this at- 
tempt of the White Rat directors to 
show strength. Judging from the 
number of votes reported cast, many

CHAPLIN SUES 
ESSANAY FILMS 
TO PROTECT HIS 
NAME AND FAME 


He of the Funny Feet Invokes 
Aid of Law 


Asserts ‘‘Padding’’ of Carmen 
Burlesque Injures Reputation 


Contends Had No Right To 
Release Without O. K. 


New York, April 22.—Alleging that 
the photoplay burlesque on Carmen, 
in which he is featured, and as re- 
leased two weeks ago by the Essanay 
Film Manufacturing Company is not 
funny enough, and that by reason of 
its exhibition his reputation as a co- 
median is endangered, Charles Chap- 
lin, the world’s highest salaried and 
most famous motion picture star, has 
just brought suit against Essanay. It 
is the first time in the history of the 
motion picture industry that suit has 
been instituted because a picture was 
not deemed funny enough. 

Included as defendants with Es- 
sanay is the V-L-S-E distributing 
agency, the action being in the na- 
ture of a request for a permanent in- 
junction restraining the defendants 
from further exhibition of the picture. 
The action will come up for a prelimi- 
nary- hearing on Monday. 

Chaplin charges that the picture as 
originally made by him was in two 
reels of one thousand feet each and 
that it is being released in four 
“padded” reels of such quality as to 
seriously injure his fame. 

An “order to show cause” directed 
against Essanay and the V-L-S-E was 
signed by Justice Nathan Pijur in the 
Supreme Court of New York. The 
comedian is represented by Nathan 
Burkan, attorney. The application 
for injunction is accompanied by a 
long affidavit signed by Sydney Chap- 
lin, brother and agent of Charles 
Chaplin, setting forth the facts relat- 
ing to the making of the burlesque on 
Carmen, and citing the adverse criti- 
cisms of the production which ap- 
peared in the newspapers, dramatic 
and motion picture publications. 

Chaplin charges that the release of 
the picture in four reels is unlawful 
and a violation of his contract with 
the Essanay Company. This contract 
is made an exhibit in the action. 

Chaplin avers that his rights both 
as an actor, a producer and an author,

“SHAKESPEARE SPELLS RUIN” DISPROVED 


In these days, when a few of our Serious players are endeavoring to preve 
that “Shakespeare does not spell ruin,” it is of great significance to observe 
that it is after all the English actor who makes Shakespeare possible in the 
twentieth century, and this is true despite that as recently as a generation ago 
the American stage glorified in the glamor of illustrious American aciors, such 
as Edwin Forrest, Edwin Adams, Junius Prutus Pooth, Edwin Booth, John Me- 
Cullough, Lawrence Barrett, Mary Anderson, Mrs. D. P. Bowers, Charlotte 
Cushman and a score of lesser celebrities, who, though they may trace their 
ancestry to the land of the immortal bard, they belong to the American theater. 

Why is it that apart from James K. Hackett, who is enthusiastically 
spending his inherited fortune in worthy Shakespearean productions, we have 
not one player of the modern school who is an American who is willing to ap- 
pear regularly in Shakespearean plays? Mr. Sothern and Miss Marlowe admit 
that they have earned a half million dollars with the Shakespearean reper- 
toire, nevertheless, excepting desultory performances by Margaret Anglin and 
an occasional sop to the call of Mammon, no American actor is participating 
in the festivities in Shakespeare’s memory. For two months one of the 
largest playhouses in New York has been crowded at almost every perform- 
ance, but with English players as the attraction. 

Sir Johnston Forbes-Robertson is now in his third consecutive season 
with Shakespeare’s plays conspicuous. An English actor has had the daring to 
lease for an extended term Boston's home of grand opera and he has pros- 
pered despite that he presented Shakespearean plays for the masses without a 
well-known name in his cast. Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree probably did not 
need the $50,000 to back him up at the New Amsterdam. Surely no one who 
observes the audiences which flock week after week to see Henry VIII can 
doubt that now Shakespeare will pay and will probably pay our American 
players and producers as well as those of foreign initiative, provided they are 
qualified to interpret the works of the Bard. For several years, and probably 
still at this time, an English actor, Pen Greet, has prospered all over this 
country presenting Shakespeare's plays without elaborate scenic environment, 
and next week at the Century Opera House a hastily gathered organization, in 
which English actors predominate, is to revive Shakespeare’s The Tempest for 
a single week. How many persons are there who recall that in a New York 
of less than a million souls The Tempest was staged at New York’s Grand 
Opera House on West Twenty-third street and Eighth avenue and had an 
unbroken run of one hundred performances? And what a cast! If there was 
an English actor in that cast Augustin Daly (peace to his ashes) knew him not, 
and this was nearly forty years ago. The writer is not antagonistic to the 
English actor, who more often than not is alone capable of qualifying for an 
adequate interpretation of Shakespeare's text in modern times. This is so true 
that it will not be surprising to witness almost immediately a veritable Shake- 
spearean boom in this country, and the motion picture will once more de- 
monstrate its place in the national life. Men like Griffith, Ince and Blackton 
are already undertaking the task of visualization of even the most difficult of 
Shakespeare's plays, and film craft will be the means of popularizing the 
master’s works where a literal text of the plays never would. Another Birth 
of a Nation may never come until Shakespeare is truly and adequately filmed. 


But even in filmdom our English actors seem alone attracted to the lure 
of Shakespeare. Sir H. Beerbohm Tree has probably earned more money in 
the last six month with Shakespeare on stage and screen alike than in any 
entire year of his career; there you have it! English actors “know how.” 
American actors*who know how to stage and interpret the immortal works of 
the Pard are apparently lacking in interest. 

Here is evidence of the interest in Shakespeare. Mr. Hackett’s produc- 
tion of Merry Wives of Windsor tested the capacity of the Criterion Theater 
despite that Mr. Hackett himself was not able to appear. On the last three 
nights of the engagement seats were in demand at almost any price, and, but 
for the illness of Mr. Hackett and the inability of Mr. Wise to remain longer 
in the cast as Falstaff, I honestly believe that a hundred-night run of this 
one offering would have been possible—particularly in view of the present 
mood of the public. 

It was an English actor exploited by American showmen (there is no 
other word to indicate the writer's meaning) who achieved the greatest suc- 
cess in the nineteenth century with a Shakespearean play, and this was at 
Booth’s Theater, New York, under the glorious regime of H. C. Jarrett and 
Harry D. Palmer more than four decades ago, when George Rignold appeared 
as Henry the Fifth for the greater part of an entire season. We are soon 
to see a revival of the same play, but unless the role of King Hal is played 
adequately, and another Jarrett and Palmer comes hither from England to 
stage it, or an Otto H. Kahn is prepared to finance it, history will not repeat 
itself, even though New York now possesses a population of six millions. 

Edwin Booth played Hamlet for over one hundred nights at the Winter 
Garden, New York, and again at Booth’s Theater, with no seat costing over one 
dollar and a half, and he never faced an empty seat during the greater portion 
of the run. But this was in the hey-day of our greatest American actors. 
Since Richard Mansfield’s death, and excepting Mr. Hackétt’s praiseworthy 
efforts and those of Mr. Sothern and Miss Marlowe, no American actor or 
producer has attempted to produce (or appear in) a Shakespearean spectacle

ities along these lines. 

At a meeting of the Boston branch 
of the Rats on Friday night District 
Organizer Goeffrey Whalen, of Boston, 
told the assemblage that as a result 
of the conferences between the White 
Rats and labor officials with Frazer, 
the Rats had been successful in ob- 
taining from the U. B. O. an accept- 
ance of the $5 a day minimum wage 
seale, in agreement not to discriminate 
against White Rats in the matter of 
booking and also that the U. B. O.

SHOWS INAUGURATE TOUR 


Colonel Cody’s Triumphant Return to His Own 
at the Head of a New, Big Military and West- 
ern Exhibition—Chamber of Commerce 
of Tulsa, Ok., Banquets The Colonel 


Ponca City, Ok., April 20.—Ponca City, which 
gave birth to that lusty and healthy young giant 
of the show world, the famous Miller & Arling- 
ton 101 Ranch Real Wild West Show, was today 
the birth place of a new era in the big show 
tented field, which signalized the coming back 
of Colonel William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) into 
his very own. 

It bas been a well-known fact that for the 
past three years Colonel Cody, himself, has been 
formulating plans leading up to the organiza- 
tion of an exhibition worthy of the historic 
tradition in which he has been such an important 
factor.

worthy of the days of Jarrett and Palmer. Shake 
speare’s A Midsummer Night's Dream, however, 
was staged by the late Augustin Daly at the 
playhouse, which still bears his name, with prac 
tically an American cast, and had one of the 
longest and most successful runs in the history 
of the stage. But who shall gay that our actors 
of that day, in view of the producing conditions 
existent now, could repeat this great triumph? 
Have we forgotten the erstwhile ‘‘The New Thea. 
ter’’ on Central Park West, which failed, not be- 
cause of financial resources, nor even because 
of public response? To the shame of our Amer- 
ican players and authors the New Theater was 
abandoned because our own authors and actors 
were unwilling to sacrifice prolonged and con- 
tinuous salaries and royalties. When a play was 
presented such as A Midsummer Night's Dream 
the players insisted on long runs; when an 
author scored a “‘hit’’ and the New Theater di- 
rectors desired to perpetuate the repertoire po!- 
icy by presenting a variety of plays, interrupting 
the income of the players and authors, they took 
their plays to other managers. The authors 
wanted a run and the players wanted consecutive 
salaries. Both wanted no part of a repertoire 
policy with such a sacrifice. Thies is the true 
reason why the New Theater was abandoned. 

But there is still an Otto H. Kahn, still a Paul 
D. Cravath and still a William K. Vanderbilt, 
and it may be that, after all, the one time New 
Theater may still be spared from the clutches 
of extravaganza and midnight follies. The dis 
astrous conditions, which for the past three 
years have influenced our wealthy citizens to 
release the superb playhouse on Central Park to 
others, no longer exist, and stranger things can 
happen than that what was the New Theater 
may still remain as such. There are whisperings 
right now of a playhouse in which only Shake 
speare’s plays are to be presented. 

What a pity that such a playhouse, whether 
endowed or otherwise, cannot be wholly Amer 
ican in character. But as long as the American 
stage is held up solely by the passing’ genera. 
tions of the theater instead of by the existing 
one what can we do without the English actor? 

A production today of Julius Caesar should, if 
well cast, have the longest run in stage bis 
tory. Nor is it a requisite to present a sumptu 
ous epectacle. It is far more vital to scour the 
world over for an adequate, if not a superlative, 
cast. The best cast, as far as the principal 
roles are concerned, ever given to Julius Caesar 
was a polyglot one, but for all that it was a 
performance never to be forgotten, and, while 
the exact date is not available, the year of 1872 
is definitely accepted as correct. 

Brutus was Bogumil Dawison, who acted in 
German. Cassius was Edwin Booth, the Mark 
Antony was Frank C. Bangs, then fm his zenith, 
and the Julius was John McCullough, who, great 
actor that he was, assumed the lesser role as 
announced in order to strengthen the cast. But 
one rehearsal was allowed, the costumes were 
almost shabby, while the scenery was wholly 
faked, but these were great actors over whom 
the public truly raved, 

And even today similar artistry would induce 
playgoers to mortgage their very souls. Shake- 
speare is only neglected in modern times. Great 
fortunes will be made in the next decade, even 
with Shakespeare's plays. Let us all hope to 
live to that day even if It be necessary again 
to present a polyglot cast.

wage and have no reserve fund or other resource. Their very poverty, which does not 
indicate any lack of morality, compels them to live in the cheaper quarters of the town 
and mingle with the class where crime is most common,

When the case comes to trial the penniless man has no attorney (nor have, as a 
rule, his wife and children either home or food). 
provided for by the county, which maintains poor funds and supplies free attorneys 
former is often more satisfactory than the latter, for it is of at least some assistance. +

About a year ago Andreas Dippe’, 
the one-time impresario of the Metro- 
politan Opera House, announced a 
season of French Opera Pouffe for 
the Century Opera House. Later, the 
plan was temporarily abandoned be- 
cause of the inability to secure the 
best artists, owing to the war in Eu- 
rope. 

Undoubtedly, Herr Dippel was great- 
ly disappointed, for it would have 
been almost a farce under existing 
conditions in war-ridden Europe to at- 
tempt to sustain a season of French 
Opera Bouffe with a German im- 
presario at the helm. Yet the truth 
is that Dippel probably is the only di- 
rector in this country today who could 
qualify for a revival of the glorious 
era of Offenbachiana. 

Perhaps we will now have to wait 
many years before even in neutral 
America we can hear once more the 
strains of Dites Lu with the true 
Gallic environment. When Offenbach 
died he took with him to his grave the 
immortal Contes D’Hoffman even 
before this great opera comique 


was completed. Nevertheless, Contes 
D’ Hoffman lives today, thanks greatly 
to Oscar Hammerstein. 

There is just one man who could 
now perpetuate the glories of Offen- 
bachiana and his name is the same 
Oscar Hammerstein, but alas for 
Oscar he ts bound hand and foot in a 
maze of legal complications which 
seemingly relegate him to inactivity. 


THE THEATER AS AN INVESTMENT 


Many persons are attaching no lit- 
tle significance to the purchase of the 
Longacre Theater by Gilbert M. An- 
derson, known to fame as _ the 
“Broncho Billy” of the screen, but 
there is nothing to indicate that Mr. 
Anderson, who has merely made a re- 
alty investment as he has made others 
before this, intends to withdraw from 
the motion picture field. Nor is it 
believed that Mr. Anderson’s invest- 
ments are anything more than a de- 
sire to make a _ substantial bonus 
eventually. 


What is significant, however, is the 
increasing demand for theaters as re- 
alty investments, and despite all we 
hear about big losses in the amuse- 
ment field, the playhouse itself. as an 
investment, is well nigh impregnable.

If I remember right Harry 
Bradden (busband of Nellie Bradden) was in 
charge of the outfit. Bill Grover died a short 
time afterward, but I forget the date. He was! 
sure a good hand and scratched them all as 
they came, playing no favorites. I know L. F. | 
Foster well, have been in his home (it is some 
mansion full of Western relics). I never heard 
of his being with the Buckskin Bill outfit, but 
would not say he never was. Regarding the 
five-mile relay race by Harry Jersey on horse- ; 
back against Bobby Walker, who rode a bicycle, | 
Harry changing horses every lap, would say 
was there and saw the race.

It is just as ridicu- 
lous for an actor to try to appear as a real cow- 
hand in a Western movie as it is for a cow- 
puncher to stick himself into some ballroom or 
‘banquet hall scene, as both are faking nature. 
The would-be wise ones will tell you the old 
story, ‘Well, the public don’t know the differ- 
ence.’ Tell that to the birds. 


producers who love to tell about the fine horses | 
used in their companies, should see the way 
some of said horses are handled by some of 
their star horsemen (?). I sure feel for 
some of the r stock when I see in the pic- 
tures some fellow with a meteoric handle to his 
mame, riding all over a good horse’s back, jerk- 
ing the pony’s head, ete. Said actor would 
not know where he was going himself if the 
director didn’t stand outside the lines and tell 
him.

Now I don’t want any one to take 
offense at these. lines, as I am simply stating 
facts that are too strong for an argument, and 
I still wonder why so few of the real boys and 
girls are ever seen in the movies in anything 
but posing acts or sometimes allowed to shake 
hands with a wagon boss from New Yawk. You 
all know what P. T. Barnum said about fooling 
all the people; well, that still stands, and I 
hope some day to drop into a picture show and 
see an oldtime Western story put on by real 
cowhands on a real outfit, and not be compelled 
to sit and look at some Broadway director's 
imaginations portrayed by a few Broadway 
stars (trying to enact the parts of real cow- 
boys). It was the actors that drove the pub- 
lic to patronize the movies, and if they keep it 
up they'll drive them away again. Your Wild 
West Department should be appreciated by 
Western showfolk in general, as that is one 
branch of the amusement game that has had no 
publicity of the right kind for its best interests 
until vour naner went after it. Everyone in 
the Wild West and frontier business should be 
unanimous in boosting for The Billboard.’’—E., 
F., Detroit.

will be at the end, no matter how good you 
may be. There are about 500 good riders and 
ropers and some of us will always have to lose, 
as there are not that many prizes given. Now 
I have won a few titles by being what is needed 
at contests, and why should I go and work for 
nothing because you want to? 1 suppose be- 
cause your other cowboys work for $15, or $60 a 
month Will Rogers and Fred Stone should draw 
those salaries too, eh? No, my boy, I am worth 
what I can get at all contests and never get 
any certain prize guaranteed to me, but merely 
get paid to let others use my name, a real 
drawing card through the U. 8S. A., especially 
the Northwest. Now, if you want any more 
of Tex McLeod write me in care of The Bill- 
board.”’

newsboys can pick out the few real ones on; If 
the posters outside the theaters.

they use bug rough horses the same as the 
men use, the slick riders might just as well 
ride with the men. A woman is a woman, and 
if she uses her judgment, she won’t put herself 
in a man’s place, and it certainly is a man's 
job to ride some of the horses they use at most 
of these contests. When they go to putting 
these same horses or their equal in woman's 
bucking string, they can’t expect the girls to 
ride them like the men. They have to take 
advantage and hobble. I believe some of the 
top hobble riders can ride most any of these 
horses: Clyde Lindsey, for instance. But it is 
not fair to expect a slick rider to tackle it. 
When they do, they have to ride together. The 


management should try to pick a string of 


horses suitable for women riders and keep that* 


string regardless of kickers for rough horses. 
If a slick rider pulls leather or double reins, 
it is not any more of an advantage than hob- 
bles and should be judged carefully. If thrown 
she ought to have a chance at the horse hobble 
before being disqualified. 1 believe any bronk 
rider in the business who gives this matter 
conscientious thought, will agree 
whether she be a slick or hobble stirrup rider. 
If we could just prevail upon contest managers 
to give two separate contests, one for slick and 
one for hobbled lady broncho riders, there 
would be some chance of determining who was 
the best, each in her own class. Please say to 
Dorothy Morrel I'd like to hear from her. I'd 
like to know who the cowgirl trick riders I 
will have to meet in competition this summer 
are.’

HIGHTOWER ARRESTED 


{fs Now in Hands of Federal Authorities 


Macon, Ga., April 16, 1916. 
Editor The Billboard: 

In reply to article in The Billboard, issue 
eof April 15, headed “‘As to Hightower," we wish 
to state that we were also victims of Ernest & 
Hightower to the extent of $287—$100 of which 
was sent to him in cash and $187 expenses in- 
curred in causing his arrest. This money, like 
the other, was sent to him for a tent show out- 
fit. After a search lasting nearly two months 
we finally located him through an advertise- 
ment in The Billboard, stating that he was sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Great European 
Shows. After acquainting Mr. Hightower of the 
fact that we knew of his whereabouts and de- 
mand a settlement he immediately mailed us 
a bogus check for $50, and stated that he was 
leaving for St. Louis, Mo., which he did not do. 
We then caused his arrest on a charge of lar- 
ceny, the warrant being issued in Jacksonville, 
Fla.. be being in Georgia. He immediately 
employed counsel te resist requisition, and was 
to have a hearing on same April 14. The 
sheriff, who made the arrest at Leesburg, Ga., 
released Hightower without bond, but we later 
discovered that he was in another town, Perry,

(This man is 
“sick’’ of his contract.) ‘‘Dear Sir—It will be 
impossible for me to get to you in time to open, 
so I had better cancel the engagement.”” (He's 
out with another show that opened earlier.) 
“Dear Sir—My instrument is high pitch and 
I cannot afford to buy another one, therefore 
1 will be unable to be with you.’’ (You had 
previously told this man that you used low 
pitch.) Telegram—‘*Must have ticket.’’ (This 
is a stranger whom you had plainly told that 
you would not send a ticket to, and he had 
agreed to come anyway. He now attempts to 
hold you up, thinking that at the last minute 
you will have to have him.) ‘No, I haven't 
got a music rack, but I have got a lyre on my 
born. Won't that do?’ “I haven't been play- 
ing much since last fall, but I'll have a good 
lip in twe or three weeks.” “I've always pulled 
this high pitch horn out to low in other bands. 
I don’t see why it ain't alright now. When I 
was with Sousa—’’ ‘Band rehearsal at 10 you 
say; is that morning or night, and shall we 
bring our instruments?’ “I got in town two 
days ago and met some old troupers, so my horn 
is in soak for nine dollars. Can you lift it 
for me?’ “My drums are coming by express, 
Cc. O. D., for my railroad ticket; they will be 
there in ‘three or four days. Anyway, I don’t 
need the rehearsal; I can play all that stuff.’ 
“We always took that tempo slower.’’ ‘Now, 
last year, our band leader had us sit just op- 
posite from this.’ 

“Dear Muse—Your column in The Bil!board 
is simply great, and each week the boys in our 
orchestra argue, fight and bribe each other 
for the first look at the Muse Column. We can 
hardly wait for each issue of The Billboard. 
Our leader just received an orchestration of

they come from one who knows. Keep up the 
good work.’’—O. A. Glascock, cornet, Pantages 
Theater, Tulsa, Ok.

SPRINTER NOW MBETING SKATERS 


Chicago, a Pronounced Success Not a new thing by any means, but a good 


act if properly handled, is that of a foot 
sprinter in a handicap against a roller skater. 


By JULIAN T. 


The first championship meet ever promoted by 
the Riverview Roller Club, of Chicago, was a 
great success and the officers deserve much 
credit for their attempt at such a big undertak- 
ing. The records showed that as many as 4,000 
people at a time paid to witness the races. 

Leaving off at the winning of the half-mile 
championship on April 11 by Arthur Eglington, 
who broke the record for the second time this 
season, we take up the following night when 
the one-mile race was skated. Roland Cioni,

time was 2:25 3-5, one-fifth of a second better 
than the former mark made at the same rink. 
Peters won the first heat; Krueger, of Chicago, 
second; George Schwartz, Chicago, third; time, 
2:6 2-5. Cioni won the second beat, with Henry 
Becker, Chicago, second; Leon Kimm, Detroit, 
third; time. 2:31. The third heat went to Egling- 
ton, with Launay, East Orange, N. J., second; 
Joe Laurey, Chicago, third; time, 2:29 3-5. Final: 
Cioni, first; Peters, second; Eglington, third; 
Krueger, fourth; Becker, fifth. There were five 
money prizes in this race. The five-mile race on 
April 13 was a sprinting match from the crack 
of the starter’s gun. There were seven money 
prizes in this event. The race was won by Cioni, 
with Eglington second, Peters third, Krueger 
fourth, Glassbrenner fifth, Becker sixth and 
Launay seventh. The time was 13:25. The 
tv,-mile title, skated on April 14, witnessed 
the smashing of another world’s record, but the 
winners were disqualified by Referee Patrick T.

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NEW PORTLAND 
PARK AND BEACH 


Northwestern City To Have 
Resort Located on Large 
Island in Columbia 


River 


Portland, Ore., April 22.—A new beach and 
amusement park for the Pacific Northwest will 


be opened this summer under the name of 
Columbia Beach. The park will be located 
on an island of 320 acres in the far-famed 


Columbia River, and only a twenty-minute trol- 
ley ride from, the heart of this city. 

The Columbia Beach Amusement Company, 
backed by local capitalists, have leased the 
entire island from the owners, and it is their 
intention to lease the wooded section of the 
island as a tent city, which, being outside of 
the city limits will have its own laws and gov- 
erpment. Police officers will be appointed by 
the county sheriff. 

A bathing pavilion that will accomodate 
1,000 persons, an athletic field, a dance hall 
and an amusement zone will be erected before 
the opening day. Another feature will be the 
parking space for automobiles. 

The park will accomodate 50,000 people and 
the season will run from July 2 to September 
24, seven days a week. Picnics and excur- 
sions will be drawn from a large territory. 


ONTARIO BEACH PARK 


To Be Managed by Elmer H. Vaughan, 
Former Excursion Manager 


Rochester, N. Y., April 22.—Speculation which 
has prevailed since last January as to who would 
be selected to direct the affairs of Ontario 
Beach Park, ended this week by the announce- 
ment of the Ontario Beach Hotel and Amusement 
Company, which operates the big lakeside recrea- 
tion grounds, that Elmer 8. Vaughan, formerly 
in charge of the park's excursion and picnic 
business, bad been appointed manager. 

In 1911 Mr, Vaughan became connected with 
Ontario Beach in the capacity of excursion 
manager, and since then he has been continuously 
in the employ of the operating company.

In their stead will be instt!- 
tuted ideas, which, It is believed, will be gen- 
erally accepted as more satisfactory and in keep- 
ing with the changed view as to the lines upon 
which a summer amusement park should be 
maintained."* 

Mr. Vaughan further declared that the list- 
ing of church and other organization outings for 
this season far exceeds the bookings of former 
years.

BIG KELLERMANN SPECTACLE 


Director Brenon and Company Return to New 
York From Jamaica—Cutting and Assembling 
To Be Taken Up Immediately—Title 
Not Yet Selected 


New York, April 24.—William Fox bas com- 
pleted his great motion picture spectacle. 

Annette Kellermann, star of this picture, prob- 
ably the most costly film ever made in the his- 
tory of the industry; Herbert Brenon, the director 
general and man who made the picture; Florence 
Desbon, Violet Horner, William E. Shay and 
two hundred other principals and mermaids, re- 
turned on Wednesday of last week aboard the 
United Fruit Company's liner, Saramaca, from 
Kingston, Jamaica, where they have been work- 
ing since the middle of last August. 

Nine months of labor were required to com- 
plete this multi-reel epectacle.

Every branch and agency of the British Gov- 
ernment in Jamaica was courteously placed at 
the disposal of the William Fox organization to 
facilitate the making of his great picture. 

Work on the film lasted from early morning 
in the semi-tropics till late in the evening. In 
the burning heat of the noon time the men em- 
ployed under Mr. Brenon in the direction and 
organization of the picture were obliged to wear 
duck or canvas cowls to protect them against 
sunstroke. During the middle of last week the 
hast foot of @lim was cranked through the cameras 
and the big battery of instruments sheathed for 
the last time.

PEACE REIGNS BETWEEN 
EXHIBITORS AND B. OF T. 


Endorsement and Support of Exhibits To Be 
Held Next Month Is Exchanged—Cannot Act- 
ually Join Forces Without Violating Con- 
tract, But Will Split Profits 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 24.—That peace now 
reigns, or soon will reign, between the Motion 
Picture Board of Trade and the Motion Picture 
Exhibitors’ League of America is shown by the 
following official correspondence, and by a 
statement issued last Saturday afternoon by 
Fred Herrington, president of the National Mo- 
tion Picture Exhibiotors’ League. 

In the last issue of The Billboard an exclusive 
statement was published from Mr, Herrington, 
and on April 20 the officials of the Motion Pic- 
ture Board of Trade forwarded the following: 


New York, N. Y., April 20, 1916. 
My Dear Mr. Herrington: 

We beg to hand you herewith copy of a letter 
which we addressed to you yesterday and de- 
livered to your representative State Branch No. 
11, Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of 
America. Very truly yours, 

J. STUART BLACKTON, President. 


A verbatim copy of the letter from Mr. Black- 
ton follows: 


“‘We respectfully decline the proposition of 
the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of Amer- 
ica, presented to us yesterday (April 18) and 
signed, Lee A. Oches, president of the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ League of America, State 
Branch No. 11, representing the Motion Picture 
Exhibitors’ League of America, 


“The following is the copy of the resolution 
adopted by the Board of Directors of the Motion 
Picture Board of Trade on April 18: 


“1. It is proposed that the Board of Trade 
give its support to the exposition to be held at 
the Grand Central Palace in New York City 
from May 1 te 6, and that the Board recommend 
that its members take space in that exposition. 

“2. It is proposed that both expositions are 
to be run under the joint names of the Motion 
Picture Board of Trade of America, Inc., and 
the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of Amer- 
ica. 

“3. It is proposed that the Motion Picture 
Board of Trade shall bear the expense incident 
to the holding of the exposition at Madison 
Square Garden from May 6 to 14, inclusive, and 
that the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of 
America bear the expense incident to the main- 
tenance of the exposition at Grand Central 
Palace at the time and place stated. 

“4. It is proposed that the net profits de- 
rived by each of the said organizations shall be 
divided equally between both said organizations. 

“5. It is proposed that both of said exposi- 
tions be run by a joint committee appointed 
from both said organizations. 

‘Thereupon, it was resolved that the fore- 
going proposition be accepted subject to the 
ability of the Board of Trade to enter into the 
arrangement proposed without impairing the 
obligation of its contracts with Madison Square 
Garden, and with persons to whom it has leased 
space in Madison Square Garden, this matter 
to be determined after taking legal advice on 
the subject and after conferences with the 
representatives of the Madison Square Garden. 

“The Board is advised by counsel and by 
the National Exposition Company, with which 
it is contracting for the holding of this ex- 
position at Madison Square Garden, and by the 
counsel for the National Exposition Company 
that the Board of Trade can not, without vio- 
lating its contract with that company and with 
the persons who have rented space in the Madi- 
son Square Garden Exposition, carry out the 
resolution adopted at yesterday's meeting. 

“The Board of Trade would welcome the co- 
operation, support and approval of the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ League of America in hold- 
ing the Board of Trade’s Exposition at Madison 
Square Garden, May 6 to 14, inclusive. 

*“‘We know no reason why such approval may 
not be properly given, notwithstanding the 
approval which we understand the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ League of America has already 
given to the exposition to be held by State 
Branch No. 11, Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America, at the Grand Central Palace 
in New York City. 

“‘We fee] that the Board of Trade, represent- 
ing as it does every branch of the motion pic- 
ture industry, is entitled to the support of every 
branch of the industry, and particularly the 
support of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League 
of America in this connection. 

“We also take this occasion to officially de- 
clare our approval and support of the exposition 
and exhibitors’ convention to be held in the 
city of Chicago in July, 1916, under the 


auspices of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America. 

“As evidence of its sincerity and its purpose 
to promote the interests of the exhipitors 
throughout the country, as well us every other 
branch of the industry, the Board proposes to 
share one-half of the net profits finally derived 
by it from its exposition at Madison Square 
Garden with the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America. 


“Due to conditions over which we have no 
control our counsel advises us that this proposal 
should be made subject to our right to revoke 
it, but we nevertheless assure of its sincerity 
and that we have no reason to suppose tbat it 
will be withdrawn.’’—J, STUART BLACKTON, 
President, 


Following receipt of the above letter Mr. 
Herrington received a wire from New York to 
take no action on the letter until he had re- 
ceived an additional advise, which was delivered 
to him by mail Saturday morning. This late 
letter was from President Blackton, and was 
as follows: 


New York, April 21, 1916. 
Gentlemen: 

Referring to our communication of April 20 
we note that the last clause, in which we re- 
served the right to revoke our proposal to share 
one-half of the profits finally derived by the 
Board of Trade from the exposition at Madison 
Square Garden, has been the subject of criti- 
cism. 

We wish to say that we attach no particular 
importance to the paragraph, as may be easily 
understood; it was inserted under the advice of 
counsel. 

We feel that we require no such safeguard, 
and are very glad to eliminate the paragraph 
in question. 


We will be very glad to hear from you 
whether or not we are to be favored with the 
co-operation of the national organization, which 
we have sought in this connection. 

J. STUART BLACKTON, President. 


After the receipt of the last letter from Pres!- 
dent Blackton by President Herrington the 
latter issued the following announcement forth- 
with: 

“TO THE EXHIBITORS AND TRADE IN 
GENERAL: 

“We wish to say that unity and harmony of 
the motion picture interests are now, not only 
a possibility, but a fact, and, as president and 
secretary of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America, we give our unqualified 
support and endorsement to the Motion Picture 
Board of Trade Exposition at Madison Square 
Garden, May 6 to 14, inclusive. We are only 
sorry that this was only made possible at this 
late date, but it is better late than never, We 
appeal, on behalf of the National Executive 
Committee, to all of the State and local or- 
ganizations to do their part in making the 
Board of Trade Exposition the success it should 
and ought to be.” 

This statement was signed by President Her- 
rington and Secretary James Delves. 


SELIG LOSES 


Chicago Judge Holds Shakespeare an 
Impostor 


Chicago, April 22.—A decision, awarding dam- 
ages to the extent of $5,000 against Wm. N. 
Selig, motion picture producer, was handed 
down Friday by Judge Richard S, Tuthill in 
Circuit Court here. The Judge asserts in the 
decision that Shakespeare was not Shakespeare, 
but Francis Bacon, and that Col. George Fabian, 
a Shakespeare authority, who has spent many 
thousands of dollars attempting to establish the 
Baconian theory, is entitled to damages, be- 
eause Mr. Selig enjoined him from publishing 
certain facts which he claims to have estab- 
lished. It is said that Mr. Selig thought their 
publication would be detrimental to a series of 
Shakespeare films he was preparing as a special! 
contribution to the tercentenary celebration.

I can go into 
almost any {first-class movie theater and pick 
out scenes that are proof of my oft-repeated 
assertion that the people who make the films 
underestimate the intelligence of the people 
who go to see the films.”’

FIGHT TO HAVE CENSORSHIP BILL 
DECLARED NOT CONSTITUTIONAL 


Motion Picture Board 
Maryland Law—New 


of Trade Will Contest 
York Senate Concurs 


With Assembly and Passes Cristman-W heeler 
Measure for State Picture Censorship 


New York, April 22.—Having been unsuc- 
cessful in {ts efforts to combat the passage of 
what it terms an obnoxious and utterly un- 
constitutional measure before the Maryland 
Legislature, the Motion Picture Board of Trade 
will now carry its fight into the courts and 
seek to have the recently enacted law providing 
for censorship of motion pictures declared as 
prejudicial to public interests and unconstitu- 
tional In the extreme. Governor Harrington, 
of Maryland, signed the bill providing for cen- 
sorship of pictures the past week, after the 
Motion Picture Board of Trade and prominent 
men in the industry had personally voiced their 
opposition, and a decision was reached late 
last week to carry the matter into the courts. 

As predicted in The Billboard last week, the 
censorship measure, before the New York State 
Legislature, was passed on Thursday, and all 
that remains to make it a law is the signature 
of Governor Whitman, which was expected to 
be affixed without delay. 

At the executive offices of the Motion Picture 
Board of Trade in this city it is announced 
that a bitter fight will be waged in the Mary- 
land courts against the motion picture censor- 
ship bill, which is characterized as not only 
unconstitutional, but vicious in the extreme. 
Some of the best legal authorities In the 
country have passed on the measure, as adopted 
by the Legislature, and have expressed them- 


selves as satisfied that it will mever hold 
water in a court of justice. 

It is understood that Governor Harrington 
was undecided as to the constitutionality of 
the bill, and deferred signing the measure until 
after he had been advised so to do by the 
Attorney-General of the State. 

The Cristman-Wheeler bill, providing for cen- 
sorship of pictures in New York State, passed 
the Senate on Thursday by a vote of 31 to 13, 
the Senate concurring in the amendments passed 
by the Assembly a week earlier. The bill pro- 
vides for a State Board of Motion Picture Cen- 
sors, to be appointed by the State Board of 
Regents. It is estimated that the revenue to 
the State will aggregate $2,000,000 yearly. It 
is expected that Governor Whitman will sign 
the bill the first of this week, and that it will 
become operative on July 1.
